of the Lincoln Teachers’ associa­ 
tion. 
Miss 
Hubbard 
recommended 
that minimum salaries for regular 
full time teachers be established 
as follows: teachers with no de­ 
gree, $1,200; A. B., $1,500; and 
M. A., $1,700; and that recognition 
of $50 per y ear, not to exceed 4 
y ears, for qualified previous teach­ 
ing experience should be given. 
The suggested maximum salary 
schedule was placed at $1,900, no 
degree; $2,500, A. B.; and $2,800, 
M. A. degree. 
She also asked that the annual 
increments for regular full time 
teachers be established as follows: 
no degree. $100; A. B., $125; and 
M. A.. $125. 
Other Recommendations. 
Other recommendations made by 
Miss Hubbard were: 
(1) That at least as large a 
per cent of all available funds 
as was used in formulating the 
instructional budget for 1943- 
44 be used again in formulating 
the instruction budget for 1944- 
45. That all increases due teach­ 
ers

Continue Allotment. 
The figures included the con­ 
tinuation of the $100 which is now 
provided for the teachers as a war 
time allotment to be used as an­ 
other step on the scale; the “nest 
egg” in the instructional budget 
which has had $39,000 carried 
over the past five y ears and $44,- 
000 carried over the last four 
y ears; about $80,000 which is ap­ 
proximately what the teachers’ 
share of the H4 mill levy increase 
will bring into the budget; saving 
in the interest on bonded debt 
which is nearly $7,000 per y ear; 
scavenger tax sales which would 
provide about $40,000; the retire­ 
ment of older 'teachers and the 
addition of new teachers at a 
lower wage will provide about 
$15,000 extra; new units which 
will provide more taxes; revalua­ 
tion of property ; readjustm ent of 
personal property ; state aid; and 
income from the taxation on pos­ 
sible new industries.

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Rarely is the old adage, “ Curiosity killed the 


cat,” heard. 
It hat been stream lined by present- 


day vernacular: “ Who w ants to know ? ” 


That was the predicam ent of Nebraska’s Fourth 


district cong ressm an. Doc M iller of Kim ball. 


He wanted to know. 
A fter a m om entary 4-day 
sun bath in the national spotlig ht, m ade possible 
by g iving out copies of letters he and General 
Doug las M acArthur had exchang ed in connection 
w ith the MacArthur boon for president, Congress­ 
man M iller w as sorely perplexed to determ ine 
how much pres.Hure the N ew Deal had put upon 
the Southw est Pacific comm ander to compel him 
to renounce any political am bition. 
The question rem ains unansw ered as Cong ress­ 
man M iller phrased it. but a more revealing an­ 
sw er has been g iven. An editorial in the May issue 
of “ Harper’s,” deploring arm y censorship, discloses 
that the War departm ent banned an article critical 
of G eneral M acArthur w hich w as to have ap­ 
peared in an earlier issue. 
It had been w ritten by a British correspon­ 
dent for the London D aily Express, W alter Lucas, 
subm itted to the War departm ent last February, 
and w'hen Secretary Stim son refused to permit 
the criticism of M acArthur to appear, the editor 
of “ H arper’s,” Fredrich L. A llen, protested. 
In the current issue, “ Harper’s” set forth the 
m ag azine w as not opposed to censorship of infor­ 
mation that m ig ht be of value to the enem y but 
criticized censorship that prevented free public 
discussion of a prospective carididate for the presi­ 
dency. 


This article w as not friendly but critical of the 
general. 


And in W ashington, Secretary Stim son acknow l­ 
edged personal responsibility for its suppression; 
said he had read it and, in his judg m ent, It would 
have been harm ful to the operations of the troops 
in the Pacific area. 
It w as considered only from 
that view point, Mr. Stim son added. 
Does that g ive Congressm an M iller an inkling 
so he m ay answ er his ow n question? 
Probably 
not. 
It w ould be difficult for Doc M iller in his 
present fram e of mind to concede there had been 
any solicitude show n to M acArthur In his d iffi­ 
cult job of com m anding the forces in the South­ 
w est Pacific. 
H e could only think of som e deep 
dyed, devilish plot to do General M acArthur a 
very g rave wrong.

Only once has the Elkhorn and its tributary, 
the North Fork, becom e as unruly as at Norfolk, 
but once is enoug h. 
Estim ates of flood dam ag e in­ 
curred in the floods late last w eek rang ed as high 
as a m illion and a half dollars, w hich represents 
a g rave disaster in a city of the size of Norfolk. 
The Elkhorn is one of Nebraska’s more con­ 
stant stream s, and its low banks lend them selves 
to flood water trouble w henever unusually heavy 
rain falls. 


A t Norfolk, the river w inds in a larg e bend 
and much of the business section is on flat, low 
g round, vulnerable to overflow . 
As a result, N or­ 
folk has experienced Its anxious m om ents, but the 
flood w hich sent three feet of w ater coursing 
throug h the m ain streets w as the worst overflow 
in the com m unity’s history. 


The im m ediate task of rehabilitation occupies 
all attention, and then the citizens of Norfolk un­ 
doubtedly w ill g ive som e attention to som e ade­ 
quate protection either throug h dikes or deep­ 
ening of the channel, or possibly detouring the 
river to a new course.

g erm s. I m ean good food that we 
eat reg ularly. Do any such com ­ 
mon foods cause disease? 
W ell, several have been accused 
from tim e to tim e. Tom atoes and 
cancer is one com bination which 
w e can dism iss as purely a m is­ 
take in statistics and reasoning . 
J ust beca'use a neig hbor down the 
street used to cat lots of tom atoes 
and then cam e down w ith cancer 
is no proof. 
M eat and salt, how ever, have 
com e in for accusations that have 
som e basis, and dem and consid­ 
eration. Meat, so the accusation 
runs, is not one of nature’s foods. 
Ergo w hen w e eat it w e are going 
ag ainst 
nature 
and 
w ill 
suffer. 
Many 
doctors 
prohibit 
m eat 
to 
their patients w ho have Brig ht’s 
disease, high blood pressure, ar­ 
thritis and gout, so by an arg u-

The season is late so if you m ust

On these days dig dandelion and 
other weeds, turn sod and destroy 
all noxious growths. 
O ur neighb or, H arry Pecha, set 
out tom ato plants Saturday ev e­ 
ning and cov ered them w ith “hot 
caps.” He grew them in a flat and 
they w ere certainly healthy look­ 
ing plants. They hav e b een in one 
of their south windows w here 1 
could easily w atch them grow. 
H arry and Bob Mallory hav e their 
v ictory gardens together and they 
m anaged to get ev erything planted 
b etween rains. So each row now 
shows b its of greenery. 
Good Gardener. 
Earl Thom as tells me he set out 
70 tom ato plants one day last 
w eek and the next day was good 
and hot and not a one wilted. 
W hen I asked w hat v arieties, he 
said six different ones. His wife 
had selected them . 
Now Mrs. Thom as is a gardener 
after m y own heart. W here space 
perm its I like to hav e “some of 
each” of the b etter ones. I’ll tell 
you why, they m ature at different 
tim es and you hav e quantities of 
them ov er a longer period. The 
Thom as’ are lucky at that b ecause 
there’s a v acant lot just across 
from their home on South T hir­ 
tieth street w here they hav e their 
v ictory garden. 
If b y any chance your potatoes 
are up you’d b est b egin to spray, 
to prev ent Colorado potato b eetles. 
For there is a chance they will 
b e plentiful. I found two the other 
day, turned them up in the soil 
as I was digging, and our pota­ 
toes at the tim e were not ev en 
planted. 
You can spray w itn Bordeaux 
m ixture and add 12 ounce of cal­ 
cium arsenate to each gi lion of 
m ixed spray. S tart spraying when 
plants are six inches high and 
repeat ev ery 10 or 14 days for 
b est results. It is b est to spray 
the plants in the ev ening or in 
the v ery early m orning b efore the 
sun has reached them . Don’t ev er 
spray a plant in late m orning or 
early afternoon, w hen the sun is 
hottest.
